THE RAILROAD RATE QUESTION 


The little New Hampshire republics 


!have had their town meeting day, the 
legislature having kindly suspended 
work in order that various towns 
might attend to their local 
affairs.

seems to be the railroad rate ques- 
tion. .The shippers of the state with- 
out exception desire the matter set- 
tled, and say the rates are reasonable. 
It is reported that counsel for the 
state and counsel for the railroad had 
on Wednesday last tentatively agreed 
on a basis of settlement, but Tlrur-
